The seven members of the 
Black Panthers, a militant Ne­ 
gro group that has formed in 
several of the nation’s cities, 
were arrested Wednesday about 
one mile from the Fifth P re­ 
cinct headquarters on charges 
of carrying concealed weapons. 
Each was held in $10,000 bail. 
Six of them were being held in 
Jersev City police headquarters 
and the seventh, a woman, had 
been transferred to a jail in 
nearby Secaucus. 
The station is in a predomi­ 
nantly white neighborhood one 
block from the edge of a Negro 
slum. 
“We don’t think it was anyone 
from around here.” Nestor said. 
“We don’t think anyone who

here would 
do 
something like this.” 
Nestor said police were look­ 
ing for a 1962. licht colored car.

of sealing No. 9 mine, where 78 
men have been trapped

more than a week, was complet­ 
ed early today. 
Thoro wore no incidents out 
the company warned of a dan­ 
ger of still more explosions, 
which have rocked the sprawl­ 
ing mine periodically. 
Hic completion of sealing of 
the mine, owned by Consolida­ 
tion 
subsidiary 
Mountaineer 
Coal Co., came after Consolida­ 
tion President John Corcoran 
announced the decision Fridas 
night. 
The Mod’s Run shaft in the 
mine had been filled earlier 
with 
crushed 
limestone. 
The 
Atha’s portal and Mahan Run 
shaft were sealed with massive 
fabricated steel and concrete 
caps. 
Tile main mine entrance, the 
Llewellyn portal, was filled with 
crushed limestone and the main 
slope was boarded with heavy 
timbers and sealed with plastic. 
Company officials 
appeared 
cautiously optimistic that the 
seals would control the fire, 
which began early Nov. 20 when 
a thundering explosion roared 
through No. 9, trapped the 78 
men. 
Twenty-one other miners es­ 
caped the inferno. 
“ The 
cumulative 
evidence 
shows without question,” Cor­ 
coran told a news conference 
Friday night, “ that human life 
is not possible where the men 
would be located.” 
The sealing process, which be­ 
gan as Corcoran talked to news­ 
men, covers all of the mine’s 
openings and shuts off air flow. 
This move extinguishes the fire 
but also stops oxygen flowing to 
the men and means sure death 
if any are still alive. 
Before the meeting with news­ 
men, 
Corcoran 
went 
to 
the 
Jam es Fork United Methodist 
Church where relatives of the 
missing men had gathered. 
“It was terribly difficult for 
them to accept the fact that all 
hope is gone,” he said, “ but 
being the kind of people they 
are, they have accepted that 
fact.” 
One observer at the small, red 
brick church said, “The minis­ 
ter couldn’t finish the prayer be­ 
cause of the crying in the 
church.” 
Those who have worked and 
lived around No. 9 are accus­ 
tomed to tragedy. It was sealed 
14 years ago after an explosion, 
with the loss of 16 lives. It was 
not opened until five months aft­ 
er the sealing. 
One of those who was lucky 
enough 
to escape was 
Matt 
Menas, whose father died in the 
1954 explosion. 
Some went about the task of 
honoring their dead. Mrs. Henry 
Skarzinski requested a Requiem 
Mass Monday at one of the 
area’s Roman Catholic church­ 
es. 
Skarzinski was just 90 min­ 
utes away from retirem ent and 
working his last shift when he 
was trapped. His wife received 
his retirem ent papers the morn­ 
ing of the explosion. 
Dennis Toler left a 24-year-old 
wife who is expecting a baby 
momentarily and is hospitalized 
with a 
respiratory condition. 
She spent days at the coal 
mine’s entrance and refused to 
leave until she had word of her 
husband.

The guidelines, designed to 
further develop policies for serv­ 
ing free or reduced-cost meals 
to needy children, give each 
local board of education and its 
administrative officers the re­ 
sponsibility for determining who 
is eligible to participate in (fie 
program. 
The department recommends 
that welfare agencies be con­ 
sulted for information on fam­ 
ilies participating in local wel­ 
fare programs. 
For families not on public as­ 
sistance, the guidelines include 
an income scale suggesting that 
a rural income of $255 could 
qualify for free or reduced cost 
lunches or breakfasts. 
Because of the higher cost of 
living, an urban family of three 
could earn a maximum of $275 
and qualify. 
An increment of $35 maxi­ 
mum income for each addition­ 
al child was suggested up to 
maximums of $500 and $520, 
respectively, for rural and ur­ 
ban families.
